DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 104, 106, 108, 110, 114. Further, on Figure 5, reference number 134 does 
not indicate which element it refers to. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures.

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3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kato et 

al. 

Re claims 1-20. Kato et al. discloses a damper comprising a pressure tube (13) 
forming a working chamber, a reservoir tube (40) disposed around said pressure tube, 
said reservoir tube forming a reservoir chamber (41) between said pressure tube and 
said reservoir tube, a base valve assembly (12) disposed between said working 
chamber and said reservoir chamber, said base valve assembly comprising, a valve 
body (42) defining a fluid passage, said valve body defining a first land, a second land 
disposed radially inward from said first land, and a support surace disposed between 
said first and second lands; and a valve disc disposed adjacent said valve body, said 
valve disc a clearance being formed between said abutting said first and second lands, 
valve disc and said support surface. (Figure 7) 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Keil et al. '436 and Keil et al. '372 teach dampers comprising a pressure tube 
forming a working chamber, and a reservoir tube disposed around the pressure tube.
